Ile pointed out that all grow­ 
ers who will produce more than 
15 acres of wheat as grain in 
1961 will be eligible to cast bal­ 
lots in the July 21 referendum 
on marketing qu tas for the ‘61 
wheat crop.

marketing quota penalties. 
Dvaenport said the referen­ 
dum would decide 
important 
questions for wheat pr ducers 
and he urged all eligible grow­ 
ers to cast a ballot. Marketing 
quotas will be in e feet for the 
1961 wheat crop if two-thirds 
of the growers canting ballots 
favor their continuance. Too, 
marketing penalties will appl> 
to the excess wheat cf growers 
not complying with their farm 
allotments, and price support 
at not less than 75 percent of

parity will be available. 
If more than one-third of the 
voters oppose the quotas, no 
quotas or penalties will be in 
effect en the 1961 wheat crop 
and price support at 50 per 
cent of parity will be available 
to producers who plant within 
their farm allotments. 
Growers who like to make 
their own decisions should cast 
a ballot on July 21, Davenport 
said. Local announcements will 
s on be made regarding polling 
places and opening and closing 
times for the balloting. Local

At least that’s the 
view of a man who heads the 
Texas effort, Walter E. Dick­ 
erson. 
Dickerson, as executive di­ 
rector of the Texas Industrial 
Commission, 
directs 
himself 
He has no staff and no secre­ 
tary. Legislature allotted him 
$23,750 a year to do a Job for 
which the neighboring "poor” 
state of Arkansas spends more 
than s half-million a year. 
Dickerson uses his slim funds 
for a brochure on Texas and, 
since out-of-state travel is im­ 
possible, 
long distance 
tele­ 
phoning. He’s also seeking ad­ 
ditional funds from Texas firms 
to carry on the work. 
Next winter he'll be before 
the Legislature to ask for more 
money to give Texas an even 
break in the intensely compet­ 
itive industry-seeking field. 
Dickerson’s pleas come against 
a background of warnings that 
Texas manufacturing has not 
been growing fast enough to 
offset the decline of oil and ag­ 
riculture. Some areas, such as 
the Gulf Coast, are becoming 
highly industrialized, but Tex­ 
as needs more industry all over, 
say the economists, if it is to 
avoid a stall.

lf rains occur during June, 
July and August, cotton root 
rot losses will he high. This 
prediction comes from Dr. H ar­ 
lan E. Smith 
extension plant 
pathologist. He bases it on the 
amount of disease carry-over 
in the soil from last year, and 
the late cotton crop. The dis­ 
ease occurs in all areas of the 
state 
except the 
Panhandle, 
High Plains and sandy 
soils 
of East Texas. 
It is known that the disease 
fungus is carried over in the 
orm of seed bodies or selerot- 
ia. A minimum of 25 to 30 of 
these scleroma per cubic foot 
of soil are necessary to cause 
disease. Due to the large a- 
mount of root rot the past two 
years, a high count of selerot- 
l:i ere present in all infested 
soils, according to Smith. 
When cotton roots grow close 
the soler, lit a in moist soil. 


Deep plow 1961 root rot in­ 
fested cott n land as soon as 
possible. This advice comes from 
Dr. Harlan E. Smith, extension 
plant pathologist, 
Deep plowing is most effect­ 
ive in reducing root rot if no 
rain occurs for at least 
two 
weeks after plowing according 
to Smith. A l t o ' hot, 
d r y 
weather generally occurs dur­ 
ing July and August thus m ak­ 
ing them g od months in which 
lo deep plow. 
Smith goes on to explain 
that drying out the soil for 2 
weeks or rn re after plowing 
helps to kill the root rot fun­ 
gus Ivy drying, aeration and kil­ 
ling roots of susceptible weeds. 
Check the long range w eath­ 
er forecasts and try to select 
a time for deep plowing when 
dry w eather is expected, he ad­ 
vises. Deep-plow IO to 14 inches 
or deeper with a meld board or 
disc type plow Bedding or list­ 
ing is ineffecitve in reducing 
cotton root rot.

growers deep-plow small grain 


stubble or early grain sorghum!
